A union spokesman announced the 
unanimous vote after a three-hour 
emergency meeting of the 27-man 
executive committee of the coal 
miners union in London. No one had 
shown much enthusiasm for it to 
begin with. 


“ As far as we are concerned, we 
deal with the National Coal Board 
and no one else,” said Len Martin, 
leader of Nottinghamshire miners 
“ The whole plan is a non-starter 


“ If the extra money comes from 
anywhere, it must come from the 
government or the Coal Board,” 
said a South Wales miners official. 
“ Now they are on strike, the miners 
want their full demands.”

City employes get chance 
to question council candidates

Lompoc city employes did the 
questioning while the 10 candidates 
running for city council did the 
answering at an open forum last 
night which followed a meeting of 
IBEW Local 1245. 
Held at the union hall at 514 South 
I St., the three-hour forum, attended 
by about 50 people, went strikingly 
smooth, 
without open 
conflicts 
between candidates. 
Some candidates, like Fred H. 
Bock and Steven L. Cox, calmly 
criticized the present city council as 
irresponsible, while the two incum-. 
bent candidates, E C. Stevens and 
Sol 
Lefkowitz, 
noted 
the 
city 
council’s 
accomplishments 
and 
willingness to listen to wants and 
opinions of individual citizens. 


The questions reflected the city 
employe’s 
interests 
as 
city 
employes and as Lompoc citizens. 
IBEW (International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers) Local 1245 
represents approximately 80 city 
employes. 
Following his or her introductory 
speech (touching on their stand on 
some issues), each candidate was 
asked four questions by a local 
IBEW officer: 
If elected, would you support a 
recommendation of the appeals 
board in a ruling on a grievance9 
Mrs. Charlotte Benton found this 
question hard to answer because she 
was not familiar with the board She 
indicated a probable yes, however 
Definite yes answers came from 
Cox, 
and 
Edwin 
E. 
Leach. 


Lefkowitz, 
Gene 
Ashlock. 
and 
Joseph G. Herron said yes, if the 
decision was fair and equitable 
Charles G. Carmichael said each 
case would stand on its owns merits, 
but the board’s decision would 
weigh heavily Bock said yes, except 
under extenuating circumstances. 


Walter Smith said he disfavors the 
way the board is set up. He felt the 
board 
should 
make 
the 
final 
decision, 
instead 
of 
making 
a 
recommendation to the city council 
because council members are not as 
familiar with each case as is the 
board The city council, he added, 
should hear appeal cases. Stevens 
said he would generally uphold the 
board’s decision, but he would listen 
to all appeals.

Pet problem at mobile home 
park quiet again for awhile

Things are quiet again at Del Norte Mobile Home Estates 
at 321 W North Ave Quiet except for the barking of dogs 
and purring of cats that will not cost their owners extra 
after all - at least not for another six months. 
The uproar began when Britannia Management Co. of Los 
Angeles announced that, along with a March 1 rent increase 
of |3 per space, a pet charge would be imposed at the rate 
of $3 per pet. 
The problem, according to Britannia spokesman James 
Carpenter, was that people weren't taking care of their 
pets. 
"The reason behind pet charges ... is for control 
purposes," he said "At such time that pets become a 
problem for management, a method has to be devised to 
reduce that problem At many mobile homes, the accepted 
thing to do these days is to charge for pets. " 
Carpenter said that there are many ways pets can dog the 
gait of mobile home management On certain occasions, he 
said, Del Norte dogs have kept meter readers from doing 
their job But most of the problem, he said, is that the 
trailer park's dogs and cats "kind of do their own thing, so 
to speak” on other people’s property 
Reaction to the proposed pet tax was swift and indignant 
Railed one resident who declined to be identified: "We 
don't understand why all of us are being found guilty before 
we re even tried I have a pet but when we take him out we 
take a piece of paper towel and clean up after him ." 
Said another resident: "I certainly feel that they have a 
right to make a fair profit on their investment but, by the 
same token, they owe us something too The place is just 
not kept up to snuff 
For the Del Norte residents, a large portion of whom. 
Carpenter said, are senior citizens on a fixed income, the 
implications 
of 
the 
pet 
tariff 
were 
unclear. 
In 
communications with the management, they said, "all 
pets" were included in the tax. Theoretically, some 
concluded, this would also include birds and a resident with 
a tank full of guppies could be ruined. 
Between 50 and 75 people showed up at a Feb 6 park 
meeting on the matter, including Carpenter and Bernard 
Rocka, representing the Golden State Mobile Home Owners 
Association 
The result was a clarification of the pet charge and what 
Carpenter described as a "voluntary rollback" of the 
effective date of the pet charge until Aug. 1, when the 
matter will be reexamined 
"The pets involved generally follow the category of pets 
that go outdoors," Carpenter defined. "Anything that stays 
in the house obviously can not represent a problem to 
management." 
Carpenter added that of Britannia’s 30 mobile home 


parks only two or three do not have extra pet charges 
intended both to discourage pets coming in and pay for their 
burden on management when they do 
A legal question remains as to whether or not Britannia 
could legally change the conditions of the space rentals at 
Del Norte 
without six months prior written notice, as 
specified in California State Law Carpenter said the pet 
charge would be an "incidental charge" not included in this 
provision Othersargueotherwi.se 
After the moratorium, Carpenter said, the pet charge 
will be reannounced if he feels it necessary. 
"If all the pet owners in the park don’t control their pets, 
then perhaps the pet charge is the way to control it," he 
said. "If only one or two people in the park fail to control 
their pets, then undeniably it would be unfair (to institute 
the charge.)" 
According to Rocka, a critical matter in this decision will 
be whether or not the park is being soiled by resident dogs 
or by dogs from outside as they pass through or visit He 
said a study was now under way to determine this. 
Of the resident- management encounter. Carpenter said, 
"To me it was a very positive meeting. Most of them have 
complaints about the pet charge and frankly that was one of 
the reasons I reevaluated my decision " 
Rocka called Carpenter a "likeable" and "fair minded 
chap and the trailer owners quieted down Whether or not 
park 
residents 
are 
indeed 
stepping afoul 
of 
the 
management or, in a more real sense, vice versa, will be 
asked again in a few months 
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"I don't trust that guy. I think he was burrowing down

Santa Barbara County supervisors, who have dropped 
back to their $14.000 a year pay level after wide spread 
citizen protests aimed at their action raising their pay to

Amateur-pro problem pops up 
may return 
to Oakland 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland (U F I) - Many U.S. college 
athletes could be barred from the 1976 Montreal Olympic 
Games, according to Lord Killanin, president of the 
International Olympic Committee (IOC >. 


The problem has arisen, Killamn said Monday, 
because of a recent NCAA ruling that an athlete can be a 
professional in one sport and compete as an amateur in 
another 


Killanin said a new draft rule defining an amateur 
sportsman will be published “ within two months” but he 
made it clear the rule would incorporate a by-law to 
disqualify any athlete who competes as a professional in 
one sport from participating as an amateur in another in 
the Olympic Games. 


“ It is the view of the executive, having discussed this 
very thoroughly, that for the Olympic Games it is not 
viable and it is too difficult to agree to an amateur in one 
sport being a professional in another,” Killanin said 
Killanin was asked if the NCAA ruling meant that 


some college athletes, who, for example, were regarded 
as professionals in basketball but remained amateur in 
track and field, would disqualify themselves from the 
Olympic Games. 
“ It is quite possible,” Kilanin said “ The present rule 
covers a professional in any sport and I do not see any 
likelihood of that changing for Olympic Games 
competitors.” 
The NCAA rule came into force Jan 10, but has 
become another friction point with the rival Amateur 
Athletics Union (AAU) which considers it unacceptable 
The new Olympic amateur eligibility rule was 
expected, according to highly placed IOC sources, to be 
considerably more liberal than the current Rule 26. yet 
still stop a long way short of opening the Olympic Games 
up to quasi-professionals. 
Killanin said the rule will be “ short and simple and 
the bylaws appended to it will be intended to help the 
various sports federations interpret the rule according to 
the individual sport.

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. - 
(N EA ) — Richard (Night 
Train) Lane can't get a job in 
football, the endeavor he 
knows best and has been a 
part of for the last 30 years. 
It is important to establish 
a few credentials for Dick 
Lane, age 46. 
The man they call Night 
Train played 14 seasons in 
the National Football 
League as a corner back, and 
his total of 68 interceptions is 
second only to that of Emlen 
Tunnell, who’s in the Hall of 
Fame, where Train should be 
too. In his rookie year, he 
grabbed off 14, still a pro 
record. 
After he retired from the 
Detroit Lions in 1965, that 
club employed him for the 
next seven years as a 
“ special staff assistant.” 
Night Train always had a 
smile and a good word. But 
as the years passed, he 
wanted to be more than a 
glorified flunkie. He was 
stymied by the subtle bigotry 
which exists in professional 
football, where a black with 
any kind of authority, or 
future, is a rarity. 
“ I was not learning in the 
front office,’’ he recalls, "and 
I was not coaching. I decided 
I wasn't going any place.” 
In 1971 he tried to get a 
coaching job at Texas South­ 
ern and lost out because he

— Train had put in only one 
year at Scotts Bluff Junior 
College before starting his

Salmon season 
opens Saturday

The fishing was good last week despite the weather, 
which featured heavy winds that kept a lot of small boats 
home. But that gave everyone a chance to get their gear 
together for the salmon season opener next Saturday. 
The heavy seas and rip tides also crimped the activity of 
many clammers Those who ventured through the rugged 
tides got limits in short order, however 
Party boat skipper Ken Jacobsen, based at Hueneme. 
says that fishing is hot close to shore, within half an hour of 
the dock. The water is presently 54 degrees, and the 
Chinooks are reported to be jumping out of the water. 
San Luis Sportfishing will have two boats ready for the 
salmon opener, leaving at 6:30 am , reservations a must. 
The “ ABC” is taking reservations at French's Tackle store 
in Avila. Harbor Associates will be open all night Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday to launch boats, and will have skiffs 
available to rent The Associates have a tackle shop, a 
snack bar, gas and oil 
The live bait outlook does not look too good for the future 
if the commercial anchovy fishermen are allowed to 
increase their yearly allotment of 100.000 tons set by the 
State Fish and Game Commission a few years ago Now the 
commercials want a raise that will really put a crimp in the 
industry of bait fishing The bait fish haulers already are 
having a hard time getting enough live bait in southern 
waters Whilst the limit is quite small, some 10,000 tons 
north of Point Conception, and has not been reached so far. 
the shortage is not quite so apparent locally. 
There are not too many live bait operations in this area 
However it is a thin edge of the wedge to eventually have 
the anchovy in the same position as the sardine, which are 
barely existing at present. It is possible that the 
“ reduction” fishermen have requested the commission for 
at least a 20,000 tons increase at the hearing held last 
Friday at San Luis Obispo We hope to be able to report on 
it next week 
FRESHW ATER FISHING 
At the same meeting last, week, the commission had a 
request to consider an increase in the fees that operators 
may charge on reservoirs receiving maintenance stocking 
of state-reared fish. Present commission policy provides 
for access fees not to exceed $1 per day per car or 25 cents 
per person. Because of inflation, the DFG is asking an 
increase to $1 25 and 30 cents. Lake operators who match 
the state’s stocking program with fish purchased from 
private farms are permitted somewhat higher fees 
Lake Cachuma still good on trout, with bass fishing on the 
quiet side. The lake received a planting last week of 
catchable sized trout. 
The bill to increase sport fishing and hunting license fees, 
also commercial fishing licenses, party boat licenses, and 
commercial fish processing, was introduced to the 
legislation by State Senator Carpenter this week This bill 
would provide about $5 million in funds to close the growing 
gap between current revenues and expenditures, and 
provide for future increase in DFG costs. 
Under provisions of the bill, the basic hunting license fee 
would be raised from $6 to $10. However the effect would be 
somewhat eased to some 200,000 hunters by the eliminating 
of the $2 pheasant stamp. The bill would increase the 
commercial boat registration fee from $50 to $100, the 
commercial fishing fee from $25 to $30. the party boat 
license from $30 to $35. and increase fish processing fees 
Sport fishing regulations booklets for 1974 will be 
available next week. The new rules will take effect March 
1. 
Santa Barbara County got a stocking of trout in the Santa 
Ynez River, with Ventura County having the same in the 
Lower Sespe and Santa Paula Creek, and Piru Lake San 
Luis Obispo County got fish planted in Laguna and 
Atascadero Lakes, according to the DFG planting reports. 
All planting is contingent on weather and access conditions.

Weiner s shock of red 
hair seems to declare warn­ 
ing. Also, his indelicate. 
Bronx-hewn language may 
stiffen one to take immediate 
notice. Mostly, though, it was 
Weiner’s way of looking at 
you. 
Weiner squinted at you — 
or through you. When he 
closed his fight eye and 
skewered his left on you, one 
had the feeling of being 
turned into a shish-kabob. It 
was a piercing gaze, remi 
niscent of Long John Silver's 
in the movie, "Treasure Is­ 
land.” I remember feeling 
that look as a kid in a dark 
theater, and squirming 
Weiner, though, was not 
being deviously appraising 
The fact was. he could hardly 
see, Weiner was born almost 
purblind with cataracts.

the elevated stop before the 
next game) he had been told 
to get an operation.

Reinecke says ITT case 
has campaign in trouble 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Lt Gov Ed 
Reinecke says the unresolved federal 
investigation of his links to the ITT 
antitrust affair has put his campaign for 
governor “ on the brink of very serious 
trouble ” 
“ I ’d be less than candid if I didn’t say 
that it caused some uncertainties and some 
harm already,” Reinecke told U PI in an 
interview Monday. 
“ We’re on the brink of very serious 
troubles.’’ 
A series of campaign news conferences 
planned throughout the state Monday was 
postponed because of the lingering contro­ 
versy, Reinecke said At the same time, he 
abruptly turned over the job of taking out 
his candidacy papers to a Sacramento 
supporter. 
Nevertheless, the 50-year-old Republican 
insisted his quest for governor, which 
began five years ago with his appointment 
as the No. 2 executive beind Gov Ronald 
Reagan, was “ moving ahead.” 


He denied published reports that he 
called his political advisers together to 
discuss quitting the race. And he declared 
the 
protracted 
controversy 
had 
not 
resulted in any “ detectable” falling out of 
supporters. 
At issue is the outcome of a federal probe 
of 
Reinecke’s 
role 
in 
an 
offer 
by 
International Telephone and Telegraph 
Corp to help finance the 1972 Republican 
National Convention in San Diego. 


Varying statements by Reinecke about a 
key date in the controversy have created 
the specter of possible perjury indictment. 
The 
lieutenant 
governor 
steadfastly 
maintained he was free of any wrongdoing. 


Asked if he expected the office of special 
Watergate prosecutor Leon Jaworski to 
seek an indictment against him, Reinecke 
replied, “ I don’t think so, but you'll have to 
ask them.” 


“ I feel very certain I will be cleared.” he 
added.

to get gasoline and federal 
officials hem-and-haw about 
possible rationing the man 
in the middle of the gasoline 
shortage 
is 
the 
service 
station operator. 
The oil companies have 
cut 
his 
allocations 
of 
gasoline, the government 
has cut his profits and, in 
some cases, it appears at 
least a few of his customers 
would like to cut his throat 
Take, for example, M J. 
(Mike) Claboe 
In July of 
1972 
Mike 
bought a Texaco service 
station on a busy corner of 
this 
growing 
suburb 
of 
Portland 
A veteran of 10 years in 
the oil 
industry, 
Claboe 
made some improvements 
and saw his volume grow 30- 
35 per cent each month 
above the station’s volume 
for the same month the 
previous year He figured in 
not too long he’d be able to 
add a couple of people to his 
staff of five. 
Then 
the 
gasoline 
shortage hit 
Since then allocations to 
his station have fluctuated 
between 85 and 90 per cent 
of the station's actual sales 
for the same month in the 
previous year. At the same 
time the government has 


told him he can raise his 
price no more than the 
amount by which Texaco 
increases its price to him 
When the shortage hit in 
May, 
1973. 
Texaco 
was 
selling Claboe 
regular 
gasoline for 29 4 cents a 
gallon He sold it for 39.9 
cents a gallon, a margin of 
just over 25 per cent a 
gallon 
Today 
Texaco 
charges him 34 9 cents a 
gallon He sells it for 45 4, 
the same 10 1 1 cent markup 
but a margin of just over 23 
percent 
Out of that must come 
M ike’s rent, 
supplies, 
salaries for his attendants, 
and taxes. Except for rent, 
which is partly based on the 
number of gallons he sells, 
the cost of everything he 
must pay for has gone up 


His rent, for instance, 
would have been $800 a 
month had he sold 40,000 
gallons of gas. With an 
allocation of 35,000 gallons it 
would be $750. 


Wages, however, are up 
about 15 per cent since last 
May. 
Also 
up 
are 
his 
c o n trib u tio n s 
for 
u n em ploym ent 
c o m ­ 
pensation, Social Security 
and other payroll costs. The 
price of supplies is up too 


“ I don’t know of anything 
that we use that hasn’t had a 


price increase since May, 
Claboe said 


Add 
to 
that 
what 
happened after the Oregon 
shortage became severe in 
December. 


Panicked drivers began 
lining up at service stations 
to get gasoline Sixty to 70 
often 
packed 
the 
supermarket 
parking 
lot 
next to Mike’s station and 
lines 
extended 
two-three 
blocks in two directions 
At one point he had to hire 
an extra man to help control 
the lines, an added expense 
which he could not pay for 
with added sales. It also 
prevented 
him 
from 
operating the kind of service 
station he wants to have 


Claboe said, “ The lines 
cut into the service we could 
give our customers They 
reduce our time to look for 
malfunctions and do not 
allow us time to do local 
island 
maintenance 
things like replacing light 
bulbs.” 


There has been some good 
come out of the shortage, 
however, Claboe said 


Among those are Sunday 
closures, 
more 
public 
a w a re n e s s 
of 
the 
importance of the service 
station business and “ a lot 
of attention to one of the 
most mystifying industries 


m the world 
the petroleum 
industry.’’ 
Claboe began solving his 
long lines problem with his 
own semi-rationing system 
this week Issuing red tags 
to his regular customers he 
opened one island to them 
for all the hours his station 
is open He opened another 
island to the general public 
for two hours each morning. 
That shortened the lines 
so that no one was waiting 
more than five minutes, he 
said 
It 
brought 
another 
problem, however 
perfect 
strangers seeking red tags 
as regular customers One 
woman even walked into his 
office carrying a baby in her 
arms and cried for several 
minutes 
in an effort to 
obtain a red tag Sympathe­ 
tic, 
but 
sticking 
to his 
system — “ if you make a 
rule you have to stick to it to 
be fair” — Claboe turned 
her down He also has noted, 
“ an increase of 150 per cent 
in the number of salesmen 
who need gasoline to keep 
working. 
The red tags solved the 
lines problem but not the 
one of telephone calls. “ I 
took 250 calls myself in 
three days,” Claboe said. 
“ That doesn’t count the 
ones my wife took or other 
people at the station.” 
“ That's 
a 
tremendous 


cost of doing business just in 
my time.”

What was it about Lincoln that he should 
be remembered and revered so long after 
his time? 
He was our lBth President. But not all 
P r e sid en ts 
are 
p a rticu larly 
w ell 
remembered, let alone revered 
He was a wartime President. But there 
have been others, and few indeed stand 
forth so boldly three - dimensional from 
the pages of history. 


True, he presided over the greatest war 
the nation had waged to that time, a 
conflict of tragically epic proportions that 
set brother against brother. But it was 
precipitated in part by his own election 
and left wounds not completely healed to 
this day Another in such a situation might 
as easily have gone down in history not as 
the preserver but as the divider of the 
union. 


No, it is something more, something 
about the man himself that the dramatic 
circumstances of 
his 
presidency 
only 
serve to bring into sharper relief. 


A journalist of his time wrote: 
“ A 
stranger meeting him on a country road, 
ignorant of his history, would have said. 
He is no ordinary man. ”

He was indeed no ordinary man And it is 
th e 
c o m p le x 
o f 
e x t r a o r d in a r y 
characteristics 
— 
the 
iron 
purpose 
tempered by compassion, the dedication to 
justice 
and 
duty, 
the 
ability 
and 
willingness to take upon himself and bear 
up 
under 
a 
nations 
tragedy, 
the 
indomitable spirit that carried man and 
country through its trial by fire, and, 
above all, the humanity — that have made 
of 
Lincoln 
one 
of 
history’s 
towering 
figures. 
It is underlining the obvious to say that 
the memory and meaning of Lincoln have 
a particular revelartce for our time. 
Now, as in Lincoln's time, the greatest 
challenges we face as a people com e not 
from foreign opponents but from within 
ourselves. They are to organize our society 
to the greatest benefit of all thereof and to 
o v e rc o m e 
those 
d iv isio n s, 
today 
transcending 
geographical 
lines, 
that 
confuse the purpose and goals of the 
nation. 
While the challenge may be before us in 
a new form, the task remains ever the 
sam e— to ensure that we do not lose by 
default what the blood and sacrifice of 
previous generations have gained. 


Playboy philosophy 


It was widely supposed that the 
Supreme Court decision of a year 
ago

appears 
not. 
There 
is 
very 
considerable agitation to permit the 
House of Representatives to vote on 
a constitutional amendment, and 
here 
and 
there 
legislators 
are 
discovering 
that 
the 
resolute 
opposition to abortion-on-demand is 
neither 
an 
exclusively 
Catholic 
hang up, nor the preoccupation of 
career causists who, 
having 
in 
recent years 
gone 
through 
the 
impeachm ent 
of 
Earl 
Warren 
and 
the 
resistance 
to 
fluoridated 
water, 
are now arived at 
the abortion issue, 
and 
are 
pitching 
their tents until a 
f r e s h e r 
c a u s e 
comes up 
At the crux of the dispute surely is 
the question whether abortion is a 
matter of private morality. Granted 
the argument extends beyond that 
even 
if 
one 
answers 
the 
first 
question in the affirmative Whose 
morality.’ 
That 
gets 
into 
the 
question whether the mother has 
absolute rights over the fetus. But 
the very first question is the critical 
one. and here and there one finds 
evidence that there are those who, 
not themselves opposing abortion, 
begin 
to 
understand 
that 
the 
opponents, if they are right, are 
right on a universal point. I.e., if the 
taking 
of 
the 
life 
of 
a 
fetus 
licentiously 
indeed, unwmcingly 
is wrong, then 
it is wrong 
irrespective of whether the mother 
thinks it is right 


That didn’t use to be too hard a 
distinction to insist upon, but it has 
lately got to be very' difficult, in part 
because of the individualization of 
ethics, of which of course the sexual 
revolution has been the driving 
wedge 1 am indebted to Mr. M J 
Sobran. Jr for his exquisite essay 
on Hugh Hefner’s Playboy. In four 
pages he does more damage to the 
philosophical 
pretentiousness 
of 
that magazine than has ever been 
done anywhere, by anybody 


Here for instance, was a Playboy 
editorial, 
scolding 
the 
Supreme 
Court for its recent decision on 
obscenity 
“ The 
obscene 
is 
a 
subjective concept, existing only in 
the minds of the beholders. 
There 


are ultimately 200.000,000 qualified 
judges of obscenity in the U.S. and 
... each has a right to his (effective) 
opinion” — raising the question, as 
Mr. Sobran points out. “ what can 
‘qualified’ 
possibly 
mean? 
Or 
‘obscenity4? Or right’?” 
Look at the trouble even Playboy 
gets into 
‘‘When in a survey of 
current porn films, Contributing 
Editor Bruce Williamson tried to 
put 
his 
foot 
down, 
there 
was 
nowhere to put it. Straight and even 
gay films were okay with him. but 
films of bestiality (Linda Lovelace’s 
leading males, it transpires, aren't 
always 
humans) 
and 
sex 
with 
children were, he said, ‘weirdo junk’ 
which 
even dedicated swingers’ 
might’ find hard to stomach 
He 
didn’t go so far as to call for police 
action, or even to speak of a shock 
to the conscience.’ He couldn’t: he 
could only sniff, mustering up the 
wi t her i ng 
c o n t e mp t 
of 
the 
tastemaker. that kiddie and doggie 
sex are sort of infra dig, or infra 
dog. as the case may be.” 


Of course. If two hundred million 
Americans are absolute arbiters of 
porn, then indeed it is presumptuous 
to pronounce something as being 
obscene: 
indeed, 
presumptuous 
even to use the word. The argument 
can be made, and is made, by deeply 
sensitive people that abortion-on- 
demand is all right by them This is 
a 
responsible 
position 
But 
it 
becomes irresponsible to extend 
that argument to saying: A position 
that 
argues against abortion-on- 
demand is presumptuous insofar as 
it seeks to exert authority other than 
over the person making it. 
It is the point of argumentation to 
convince 
others: 
that 
Linda 
L o v e l a c e ' s 
m o v i e s 
a r e 
pornographic, 
for instance; 
that 
bestiality 
is more 
than 
merely 
offensive to Playboy’s tastemakers; 
that 
abortion-on- 
demand 
is 
a 
violation of human metaphysics. It 
is the argument that needs to be 
listened to. rather than foreclosed, 
by 
the 
thoughtlessness 
of 
the 
Playboy philosophy. 
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I JUST DON'T SEEM TO HAVE BEEN CUT OUT FOR THIS KIND OF WORK!'

Possibly, it’s because the author 
wrote sentences like ‘‘I went to 
Lompoc and found the town infested 
by small-time gangsters and penny 
ra c k e te e rs ,’ 
that 
the 
book 
“ America Is In The Heart“ is not 
maintained in the rare book case of 
the Lompoc Public Library 
In fact, no edition is on hand 
anywhere in our library. 
Carlos 
Bulosan’s 
“ personal 
history,” 
published 
in 
194.? 
by 
Harcourt, 
Brace 
and 
Company, 
d e s c r i b e d 
L o m p o c 
uncompromisingly in chapter XXI, 
wiping out in seven pages any idyllic 
notions you may have about the 
town’s past. 


A Filipino immigrant and field 
labor organizer of sorts, Bulosan 
came to Lompoc in the early 30s to 
harvest lettuce and peas. When the 
season ended, he took a dishwashing 
job at the Opal Cafe in the J Street 
and Ocean Avenue area. 
“Some two hundred school boys 
and girls came for refreshments and 
sandwiches after the dance at the 
public 
auditorium,” 
he 
wrote, 
defining the “ notorious” Saturday 
night crowd 
“ It was a new experience. When I 
was rushing the orders some of the 
boys brought their girls into the 


dark side of the kitchen and made 
love to them I saw them and I was 
s h o c k e d 
by 
t h e i r 
w a n t o n 
behavior...They were always drunk, 
and 
careless 
with 
foul 
words, 
shoving a bottle of whiskey into my 
mouth, 
and 
laughing 
when 
the 
choking tears came out of my eyes 
This 
is one example of 
the 
author’s unattractive experience in 
Lompoc 
On the 
next page, 
a 
beligerent white man hurls a half 
empty whiskey bottle at Bulosan 
when he lays blame for the town’s 
corruption 
“ ...The 
gambling 
and 
the 
prostitution are operated by three of 
this town's most respectable citi­ 
zens. As a matter of fact, I can tell 
you their names.” 
Before we learn these respectable 
citizens’ names, the bottle hits him 
on the head. 
However, Bulosan was not so 
righteous himself. After being fired 
(for attacking his boss and the white 
man 
with 
a 
butcherknife), 
he 
jungled up with another Filipino 
field worker to roll a drunk and rob 
a local Chinese gambling house. 
The plan to rob a Lompoc bank 
and kidnap and burn alive the bank 
president and a guard was spoiled 
by the rash execution of their last

it objected to Bulosan’s 
generalization that the whole of 
Lompoc- was immoral and infested 
with crime and violence. 
I closed the book and felt an 
imaginative boy had just recounted 
his experiences that last time he ran 
away from home, partly true, partly 
false, always lurid 
Still, 
I 
wonder 
whose names 
Bulosan would have declared if that 
whiskey bottle hadn’t stopped him in 
mid-sentence.
